packaging its products for the con­ 
sumer. 
A great selling point is 
made of all this 
But five minute 
after a product ha- gone out the 
retailer’s door, it might as well 
be an old shoe 
Sometimes the manhandling and 
mauling begins even earlier 
The 
phonograph record 
makers 
say 
that technically they 
are prochic 
ing the finest record 
ever 
But 
in the retail shops and else- here. 
a high percentage of them are 
scuffed and scarred like old man 
hole covers. 
Chromium and bright paint are 
hallmarks of today s automobiles

happens. 
Outfitted
